CONGRESSIONAL NOTES 


The Senate Committee on Judioiary 
has recommended non-concurrence on 
the House Bankruptcy bill and decided 
to scleot Senators Hoar, Lindsay and 
Nelson as conferees. 

The Invalid Pensions Committee 
has agreed on and favorably reported 
tbe Gibson bill extending the benefits 
of tbe June 37, 1890, act, to men who 
served less than six months in tbe 
Confederate Army and who joined the 
Union Army before September 1, 1896, 
and did not enlist out of a prison in a 
Northern State. 

The navy department has just com¬ 
pleted the allotment among tbe States 
of tbe appropriation of $50,000 made 
for the assistance of the naval militia 
organizations. Tbe allotments are 
smaller this year than heretofore, ow¬ 
ing to the fact that while tbe appro¬ 
priations remain stationary, the organ¬ 
izations are increasing in number, 
henue the effort now being made to 
secure from coDgress an increase of 
60,000. 

it oan be stated positively no river 
and harbor bill will be reported at this 
session of congress. Tbe house leaders 
arc opposed to more river and harbor 
bills, and the friends of the bill on 
tbe oommittee believe it will be better 
to wait until the short session after tbe 
congressional elections next fall, when 
a complete and comprehensive bill oan 
be reported, rather than attempt to pass 
an inadequate bill at this session. 

Hon. Henry W. Corbett has been 
denied admission to the Senate as a 
Senator from Oregon on tbe appoint¬ 
ment by the Governor, by tbe decisive 
vote of 50 to 19. Speeches were made 
against tbe admission of Corbett by 
Bacon of Georgia and Burrows of 
Michigan, and in favor of his admis¬ 
sion by Morgan of Alabama. 

The Senate Committee on Pnblio 
Buildings and Grounds has made a 
favorable report on tbe following 
amendmenta to tbe sundry civil appro¬ 
priation bill Extending tbe limit of 
tbe coat of the buildings at St. Paul to 
$ 350 , 000 ; extending tbe limit of tbe 
oost of tbe building at Stookton, CaL, 
to 156 , 900 , and appropriating $ 50,000 
for tbe purchase of a site for a pnblio 
building at Butte, Moot.

Following the visit of their President 
to Russia tlie French pa|x*rs have been 
instructing their readers on tin* forces 
possessed by that country.

That Is a mat¬ 
ter of opinion, and perhaps several peo¬ 
ple who have written to criticise my 
statement that tlie United States Is 
fifth iu tlie list of nations inuy lie en¬ 
tirely right, but practical experts do 
not look at tilings that way. They 
measure a navy by the armor, tlie ton¬ 
nage, tii*> horse power and the speed of 
the ships, aud the number, tlie caliber 
and tlie effective range of their guns, 
together with the numerical strength of 
their crews. For example, a ship of 
5,000 tons protected by armor is consid¬ 
ered at least 50 per cent, more [xnverful 
than a ship of the same tonnage with¬ 
out armor. A ship of 7,otto tons with 
five rapid-fire six-inch guns is consid¬ 
ered more powerful than a ship of 10. 
000 tons with ten old-fashioned, slow- 
tiring guns of twelve-inch caliber. 
These measurements are made by rules 
that are as unintelligible to laymen as 
the computations of astronomers con¬ 
cerning the heavenly bodies or those of 
engineers In ealc ilallng the strength of 
a bridge. While the public mind may 
exaggerate the strength of the United 
States navy, it can lie estimated with 
tin* greatest accuracy from a military 
stand|xillit, which measures Mie cour¬ 
age. skill and experience of eomlmt- 
ants the same in all nations.”

Monday tbe Board of Supervisors held 
its regular monthly session in this oity. 

In the matter of tbe boundary line 
between San Francisoo and San Mateo 
counties, D. Bromfleld reported tint 
be had oonsulted with Surveyor Tilton 
of the city and the kind of monument 
to be used was agreed upon. It would 
weigh four and one-half tons and cost 
$40, making a total cost of $630 for 
the 15 monuments. Mr. Bromfleld 
thought that $400 ought to be appro¬ 
priated by the Board to make tbe sur¬ 
vey. Action on the report was de¬ 
ferred to the afternoon session. 

The following persons were granted 
permits to obtain lioense ta do business 
in the First Township: E. V. Sulli¬ 
van, A. L. Lown and E. M. Pierce. 

The following gave notioe that they 
would apply at the next meeting of 
the Board for lioenses: First Town¬ 
ship—Louis Poulain, J. Jorgensen; 
Third Township—Thomas Fitzgerald. 

On a resolution presented by Brown 
and adopted by the Board, E. B. Pond 
and others were given permission to 
form Reclamation District 543. Sat¬ 
urday, April 16th, was the day set for 
bolding an election to select three trus¬ 
tees for said district. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Board met at 1:30 pursuant to 
adjournment at tbe morning session. 

A lengthy petition, signed by resi¬ 
dents of the First Township asking 
that the oounty road be widened 
eighty-two feet and viewers appointed 
in order that the Township might re¬ 
ceive its just proportion of the funds 
sought to be raised at the approaching 
bond election, was read. R. S. Thorn¬ 
ton of Colma addressed the Board on 
behalf of tbe petitioners saying that 
the election proclamation was too 
vague and did not properly define tbe 
highway to be built by the money to 
be raised. It was his opinion tbe peo¬ 
ple of the First Township would not 
vote for the bonds unless something 
definite was known. On motion the 
petition was filed. 

The petition of J. Martinez and 
others of Halfmoon Bay asking that 
the Board take some action to prevent 
the dumping of garbage and stop 
parties from washing clothes in 
Frenchmans 3reek, was referred to tbe 
District Attorney. 

G. P. Hartley and others petitioned 
the board to have declared a publio 
highway a certain road leading from 
Frank King's with its terminus at 
Purissima. As a portion of the road 
is already a publio highway, the peti¬ 
tion was referred to the District Attor¬ 
ney. 

Peninsula avenue, San Mateo, was 
declared a publio highway and placed 
on the road book of the oounty, and 
urdiuance 146 adopted setting off a 
portion of the avenue as u bioyole 
path. 

A commuuioation of the State Board 
of Trade relative to the exposition at 
Paris in 1900 was filed. 

The communication of Theodore 
Bell of Napa requesting the Board to 
appoint a representative to the Super¬ 
visors’ convention, to be held this year 
at Napa, was read, and, on motion of 
Tilton, MoEvoy was appointed a dele¬ 
gate to tbe convention. 

A communication was read from 
Mrs. Ann O'Neill of the poor farm re¬ 
questing that her son Joseph O’Neill 
be prosecuted for defrauding her of 
certain property in Redwood City. 
The communication was filed.

Tbe application of P. Casserly for a 
permit to establish a cemetery near 
Colma was laid over to the next regu¬ 
lar meeting. 

Mrs. Ellen Barry was granted a per¬ 
mit to establish a oemetery in the First 
Townhsip. 

H. H. Taylor’s petition, presentad 
at last meeting, asking tbe Board to 
fix water rates for San Mateo went 
over, owing to the absenoe of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney. 

The San Mateo and San Franoisco 
Electric railroad was granted a permit 
for a period of twenty-three months to 
build a spur track over Sobool street to 
Union park, Colma. 

Harvey Kincaid addressed the Board 
in reference to the olaim of P. J. Ma¬ 
loney for extra work done on tbo Al¬ 
pine road in 1896. He went over the 
whole matter at some length and 
urged tbe Board to take aotion, claim¬ 
ing it had the right as a judicial body 
to call witnesses and inquire into tne 
matter. 

He asked that a day be fixed for a 
bearing. The Board, desiring to learn 
its rights, referred the matter to tbe 
District Atorney. 

The olaim of C. T. Mansfield for 
$135, half of the reward offered by the 
Board for the arrest and oonviotion of 
Harry Winters, implicated in the mur¬ 
der of Gus Andrews, was laid over. 

On motion of Debenedetti a sum not 
to exceed $600 was appropriated to 
survey and establish tbe boundary line 
between this and San Franoisco oounty, 
and to erect fifteen monuments. The 
County Survveyor and D. Bromfleld 
were engaged to do the work. 

Debenedetti brought up the matter 
of the appointment of a game warden, 
and nominations being declared in 
order, W. B. Casey was named by 
Brown and elected. 

The auditor and Treasurer were in¬ 
structed to transfer $600 from the San¬ 
itary to the Fourth Road fund. 

MoEvoy reported in the matter of 
tbe alleged nnisance maintained by 
E. V. Sullivan, saying that the Board 
bad no jurisdiction as tbe slaughter of 
animals was 140 feet from tbe oounty 
road. 

The claim of James Crewe for $16 


was referred to the District Attorney. 

Chairman MoEvoy was given further 
time to report in regard to the appli¬ 
cation of Mrs Ross for aid. 

The Board adjourned to Monday, 
April 4.

To “Pry.” 

Pry is not uncommonly used iu this 
sense in the west anti southwest of Eng¬ 
land. It is a local form of prise, to 
force open by means of u lever. You 
may “pry up” a nailed box lid with a 
chisel, “pry open” a fastened door with 
a crowbar, etc. Another American in¬ 
stance may be fonnd in “Farm Life Iu 
New York,” Scribner’s Magazine, vol¬ 
ume 17, 1, where a barn which 

must be moved was “pried up” by 
levers aud jacks to enablo a sled on 
runners to be placed under it. 

Just as New Englanders, well nigh 
without exception, if not the people of 
tho United States generally, speak and 
write of “prying open a box” aud “pry¬ 
ing up a stone,” so in this purt of East 
Anglia do all but persons of consider¬ 
able education. None of the glossurists 
of our local dialect that are accessible 
to me records the use of ‘ ‘ pry ’ ’ instanced 
above, but it is given in several English 
dictionaries, among them being Stor- 
montli’s, as if it were a common corrup¬ 
tion. 

Jamieson’s Scottish Dictionary has 
the word “Prise, pri".e, s., a lever, 
S.; E., pry, to force; Latin, presso, 
pressare. ” Stormonth (1871) has “Pry, 
v. (probably Scot.), to raise by a lever,” 
etc. The Mayflower carried off many 
old words now obsolete."

suffers from it. 

The writer of this paragraph knows 
of a tract of land on which the plant 
grows profusely, and on which many 
scores of laborers are employed. These 
laborers are frequently set to weeding 
and pulling out the plant by the naked 
hand. and. so far as the writer knows, 
none of these men was ever poisoned 
by it. The cattle eat It greedily when¬ 
ever they get an opportunity. It seems 
to have no Injurious influence on them. 
Y'et It Is well known that numbers of 
persons do suffer seriously from it. and 
It is this peculiar feature which gives 
to the poison ivy a special interest.— 
Meehan's Monthly. 

FINDS THE GERM OF CANCER. 

Martling Discovery Said to Have Keen 
Made by a Frenchman. 

Once more a French physician has 
come forward with a discovery which 
has startled the medical and scientific 
world and which, if his claims prove 
true, may lead to new methods in the 
cure and prevention of that most hor¬ 
rible of human ailments, cancer. It is 
generally admitted by physicians that 
tlie primary cause of cancer is un¬ 
known. It has always been a mystery. 
The growths developed in certain iieo- 
ple from no known causes and the only 
advance made by savants in the study 
ot the disease was in improved meth¬ 
ods of treating it. 

Now Dr. Leon Noel declares he has 
discovered the germ of cancer and that 
it comes from vegetation, from tI'ces 
and underbrush. He says he lias in¬ 
oculated animals with the germs found j 
in the sap of certain trees aud that all 
the symptoms of cancer are produced. 
The physician who makes these start¬ 
ling statements is not a man of years of 1 
experience. He has but recently re- ! 
celved his diploma anil Ids ideas re- j 
warding cancer were lirst made public j 
in the thesis which lie wrote for sub- I 
mission to the Government cx|vorts lie- I 
fore he might receive the paper allow¬ 
ing him to practice medicine, as the 
French law provides. As soon as his 
theories were made known lie became 
famous, and now all the doctors of 
France are talking of him and ids 
idea. 

Dr. Noel says the presence of cancer 
In the human race is due to infection, 
the germs being received either by i 
manual contact or by absorption in 
food or drink. He discovered some 
years ago that cancer was much more 
prevalent among residents of thickly 
wooded sections of the country and , 
was almost unknown In cities and on 
high plateaus. Then he began experi¬ 
menting with the sap of various trees 
and finally discovered the germ with 
which In- inoculated a dog. The ani- | 
mill soon showed every symptom of 
cancer. The doctor also claims the j 
lioillike growths or excrescenses found 
on tlie limbs of trees are infectious and ! 
that the germs of cancer and other dis¬ 
eases may he carried by wasps and ot.h- j 
er insects to Hie body of a human lie- j 
Ing. 

The novel theory is receiving deep 
thought and attention in France and it 
may yet be possible to vaccinate for 
cancer.—Chicago Chronicle.

NEW OCCUPATION FOR WOMEN. 

Breeding of Angora Cats Present* 

Financial Possibilities for Women. 

"It Is the general opinion of cat fan¬ 
ciers that the culture of Angoras is an 
occupation which any young woman 
with a fondness for pets ami a little of 
the commercial instinct may pursue 
with profit as well as pleasure. It is an 
occupation in which success does not 
depend upon a special talent. One can¬ 
not succeed in literature, music, the 
arts, or in teaching, without a course of 
training and an inborn adaptability, 
hut the rearing of eats calls for no 
iiieiitai preparation, or for any rare 
(lower In any particular direction. »'ap- 
Ital, however, is necessary. Angora 
cats bring a good price, and it will cost 
something to establish a kennel. The 
amount will depend upon the magni¬ 
tude of the beginning. One may ex¬ 
pend a hundred dollars and secure, per¬ 
haps. three choice thorough tired adults, 
or at an outlay of twenty-five dollars, 
or thereabouts, one may purchase a 
male and a female kitten and rear tiiom 
herself. The fitting up a suitable ken¬ 
nel need not cost much, but there are 
Important points in the construction 
and can- of the kennel which should 
not lie neglected, and which any owner 
of Angoras is always ready to explain. 
The essentials for a successful Angora 
kennel are tint elaborate. Most im¬ 
portant is an ample outdoor runway, 
made of woven wire, with a roof of the 
same material. This should connect 
with a cozy house or dormitory. Both 
apartments should he provided with 
elevated shelves, as the cats like to 
sleep as far from tlie ground as possi¬ 
ble. They also enjoy the exercise of 
Jumping up to and down from their 
elevated perches. Fresh grass and pure 
milk are absolute necessities. The An¬ 
gora iias lieen a much-slandered ani¬ 
mal. The general public believes it to 
be delicate in physique and surly and 
treacherous in disposition. Thi> is as 
far from tlie truth as is possible. They 
are almost uniformly amiable and af¬ 
fectionate In disposition, and possess 
hardy and rigorous constitutions. They 
are full of Intercsliug eccentricities,

Buildings of tbe Home,

These barrracks are tlie homes of the 
soldiers—the sleeping apartments.

Each barracks is fitted for four com¬ 
panies of fifty men each, and each com¬ 
pany lias a separate room.
